Fter all the many Falſe and Incoherent-Relations we have lately received 
both of the Exgliſh and French Squadrons, there being thoſe who purpoſely 
give our their Shams, that the Reality may not be credited, we received an authen- 
tick Relation brought to the Court by Captain E/more Commander of the Eager, 
who was preſent in the Engagement, which is to this Effect. - 

That Admiral H:rbert Riding with about 18. of His Majeſties Men of 'War in 
Milford- Haven, having received Intelligence that the French Fleet was abour Sail- 
ing from Breſt, the Cloſe of laſt Month weighed Anchor, and made for the French 
Coaſt. Likewiſe being informed that the day before a Squadron of French Ships, 
 compoling 28 Men of War, Fireſhips, beſides Veſſels of Burthen, were failed 
out of Breſt, having ſome Landmen on Board, ſtood after them with all the Sail 
he could make, and the Day after got ſight of them. But the Night coming on, 
the French, not thinking it ſafe for them to Engage, altered their Courſe from pur- 
ting into Kz#gsayle, and ſteered to the moſt Wettely part of Ireled, and got into 
the Bay of Bantry, where they made all the Expedition they could to unſhip their 
=. Men, which ſome will have to be 3000 Exgliſh, Scorch, Iriſh and French. And Ad- 
$2... miral Herbert reaching the ſaid Bay about May-day in the Morning, gave the French 
+ all the Provocations poſſible to come forth and Engage him ; which they, not- 
withſtanding they were almoſt double the Number, would not adventure to come 
forth. Upon which, the Courage of the Exgliſh Seamen was ſuch, That they 
would adyenture to Fight, rho upon great Diſadvantage: And thereupon the Ad-
